HORRIFIC BLAST

AN INVESTIGATION was this 
week continuing into an horrific 
explosion at an engineering firm 
in Kidderminster. 

Four men were injured, one seriously, when 
an air cylinder exploded at the firm, Filtration 
Service Engineering, at the Oldington trading 
estate. 

The badly injured man aged in his 40s, had to be airlifted 
to hospital. He was said to be suffering “significant 
injuries”. 

Emergency services were called to the drama last week 
and part of the estate was immediately cordoned off while 
the badly injured man, believed to be a worker at the firm, 
was given pain relief at the scene by a doctor. 

He was then airlifted to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham. 

Injured 

West Midlands Ambulance Service described his injuries 
as “extremely severe”. 

The other three men were treated for minor injuries and 
were taken to Kidderminster Hospital by ambulance for 
further checks. Firefighters from Kidderminster assisted 
the paramedics in transferring the severely injured man to 
hospital. 

Staff at the neighbouring Yamaha Motorcycle Mart said 
they saw the emergency services arrive at the scene and 
saw the helicopter land at the estate. One worker, who 
declined to be named, said: “I have never seen so many 
police in one place before and it looked really serious. The 
air ambulance landed near the building and workers had 
to move their cars to make room for it.” 

Another said: “It was very dramatic. The pilot of the air 
ambulance did a fantastic job landing in heavy winds.” 

The Health and Safety Executive are investigating the 
incident. Filtration Service Engineering was unavailable 
for comment.

£1 m boost for 
regeneration 
is planned by 
council chiefs 


AN injection of more than £1 
million to boost economic regener¬ 
ation in the Wyre Forest district is 
being considered by council 
bosses. 

The idea is part of the council cabinet’s draft 
financial strategy for the next four years which 
includes a proposal to freeze the district 
council’s element of the council tax for 2012-13. 


If agreed, this would be 
the second year in a row 
that its proportion of the 
council tax has not been 
increased. 

Councillor John 

Campion, the council leader 
said: “Despite the economic 
uncertainty, this is the most 
significant proposal for 
investment in the economic 
future of Wyre Forest for a 
generation.” 

The proposed net budget 
for 2012-13 is £12.6m, a 
reduction of almost £ lm or 7 
per cent, compared to the 
current financial year. This 
follows a reduction in the 
grant that the council 
receives from the Govern¬ 
ment of £850,000. 

The other main budget 
proposals are to make 
further savings through 
reviewing the way the 
council delivers services 
across the authority. 

It is estimated that this 
programme will deliver 
more than £800,000, and 
will see further reductions 
in staff numbers. 

Significant savings are 
already being achieved by 
changes to the waste collec¬ 
tion working arrangements 
and altering the way 
support functions are pro¬ 
vided. 

Councillor Nathan 

Desmond, the council’s 
cabinet member with 
responsibility for resources 
and transformation said: 
“Securing the economic 
prosperity of the district is 
one of our priorities. We’re 
proposing allocating £1 
million in year one and we 
are also looking at a further 
£100,000 a year for the fol¬ 
lowing three years.” 

The proposals will be dis¬ 
cussed at the cabinet 
meeting at 6pm on Decem¬ 
ber 20, at the Earl Baldwin 
Suite, Duke House, Kidder¬ 
minster.

A FORMER Stourport 
pupil is on course for a 
career at sea after 
completing the first 
phase of training with 
the Royal Navy. 

Trainee diver Kieran 
Dimmock, aged 26, who went 
to Stourport-on-Severn school, 
successfully completed his 
first intensive 10-week train¬ 
ing stint. 

He arrived at the gates of HMS 
Raleigh, in Cornwall, last September 
to start the course, and it all culmi¬ 
nated in a passing-out parade in front 
of proud family and friends. 

Kieran said: “I joined the Royal 
Navy for a career, for the lifestyle, the 
friendships and to see the world. 

“But being selected as the deputy 
class leader from a strong group of 
people was my main achievement 
during training. 

“The course has had its challenges, 
but it has also had its share of good 
times. I’ve experienced things that 
would not be possible in civvy street.” 

Danger 

With the first phase of his training 
complete Kieran will transfer to HMS 
Collingwood, in Hampshire, where he 
will undergo his specialist training to 
qualify as diver. 

Royal Navy divers can be called 
upon to perform a variety of tasks 
from identifying and destroying mines 
or other explosives that pose a danger 
to a warship, to disposing of Second 
World War weaponry dragged up in a 
trawler’s net, and carrying our major 
engineering jobs on the ship's pro¬ 
peller or hull if needed. 

In the initial training, recruits are 
taught the basics of naval discipline 
and customs. They learn about navi¬ 
gation and are given the chance to 
take the helm of their own medium 
sized boat in an orienteering exercise.
